Conditions: Commercial use is limited to the carriage of not more than 12 passengers for hire within the above 
geographic limits. This letter does not allow for carriage of cargo, commercial fishino. towing, dredqino or 
salvage. Sport fishing is permitted as long as the fish caught are not sold commercially. 

The effective date of the waiver is on the 6* business day after approval if no petition for review of the decision is 
received. MARAD has the right to revoke the waiver if it has been determined that there was fraud at the time of 
application. If substantial change in the use of the Vessel is contemplated, or if a different geographic area of 
operation is considered, you must give MARAD prior notice.
